at Tsinan brought Japan into the hostili 
ties, in a way different to that in which 
Britain and other foreign countries were 


involved in the fighting in the Shanghei 
area a year ago. It is claimed that organ- 
ized southern troops perpetrated a 


slaughter of Japanese residents at Tsinan, 
and afterward made a planned assault 
upon a handful of Japanese troops when 
these intervened to protect Japanese civil 
ians and other foreigners Nanking a 
year ago may have been an unauthorized 
outbreak of soldiers who had got out of 
hand. ‘Tsinan has been pictured in the 
despatches as a military undertaking 
directed by the southern leaders The 
difference is the difference between riot 
and war. 

It will be recalled that Shantung is the 
Chinese province in which Japan obtained 
some very considerable concessions dur-
